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HOUSEKEEPERS in the United 
States whose. usually sweet temper 
is exacerbated by the constant in- 
crease in the butcher’s bill, ay 
derive some comfort, says the San 
Francisco Cali, from the news that, 
way down south, at the very ex- 
treme end of South America, prepar- 
ations are being made to supply the 
world with fresh meat at a no.oinal 
cost by the use of refrigeration on 


shipboard, The finest grazing land |. 


in the world is the South American 
pampas, and the best watered and 
richest pertious of the pampas are 
in that portion of the continent 
which is marked ov the maps as 
South Argentine and Northern 
Patagonia, It lies aboveand below 
the 40th parallel, which is the lati- 
tude best adapted to cattle; and the 
continent, which is just about 500 
miles wide on th t parallel, tapers 
off ta 400 in 42° and 300 in 45°, so 
that the region is within easy reach 
of both eceans. 

To give this valuable section ac- 
cess to the murkets of the world 
the Argentine government, in con- 
cert with the government of Chile, 
is granting liberal subsidies to rail- 
roads crossing the continent. One 
line, running from Buenos Ayres 
nearly due west, has already croesed 
the prairie and climbing the east- 
ern slope of the Cordilleras. 
It will reach Valparaiso some 
time in 1892. Another line has been 
started from Bahia Blauca on the 
Atlantic, and will strike the Pacific 
Coast either at Valdivia or Con- 
ception about the same time. 
The Argentine Government guar- 


_antees the builders six per cent on 


its cost. Yet a third live, which 
is now running from Cbupat 
in Patagonia to the Atlantic Coast, 
is to be extended te the Cordilleras 
and thence to a point opposite 
Chiloe Island in the Pacific. The 
government donates to the builders 
50,000 square miles of land in lieu 
of subsidy. There is no better land 
anywhere for cattle-raising. 

The gradual advance in the price 
of beef in this country is due to the 
steady conversion of cattle ranges 
into farms. This must go on con- 
tinually until there are no large 
ranges left, and the meat grown in 
this country will have to be raised 
on ensilage, At the present such 
ment costa the grower five cents a 
pound for two-year-old steers. 

Unless relief comes from outside 


sources, with the steady demand 


for beef in Eugland, we sba'l some 
day repeat in this country the ex- 
perience of Continental Europe, 
where workmen only eat meat once 
a day and sometimes only on Sun-

CONELING. 


scenes at the Deathbed of the 
Great American. 

New York, April 19.—The following 
particulars of the death of Conkling 
and the scenes attending, have been 
made public: 

As stated in the dispatches of vester- 


day afternoon, his condition became 


alarming, and all hope was abandoned 
after one o’clock. At six o’clock Ed. 
Stokes announced to the crowd that 
Conkling could not live long. At 
10:50 o’clock Dr. Barker arrived aud 
remained till eleven. Conkling’s ex- 
tremities were then getting cold, his 
legs being cold almost their entire 
length. He was then almost pulse- 
less. 

At midnight the sick man lay io a 
state of coma, not showicg even a sign 
of life except his heavy breathing. At 
the time above mentioned he ap peared 
to go to sleep, and with afew gasps 
the end came without pain. He never 
regained consciousness. He was lyiug 
on his right side on account of the 
wound in the left side of his head, and 
in this position ha died. 

At his bedside were Mrs. ‘Conkling, 
Judge Coxe, Dr. Auderton and Mrs. 
Oaknan. There were a number of 
persons outside on the street waiting 
to catch the last report. Within the 
doors there were between forty and 
fifty persons also waiting to hear the 
worst. They were composed chiefly 
of representatives of the press aud 
friends ot the dead Ssnator. 

HIS DEATH DESCRIBED. 

Mrs. Conkling and Mrs. Oakman 
were kneeling at the bedside of Conk- 
ling when be died. Mrs. Conklin 
had her hand clasped in his. She left 
the room when the face of the dead 
Senator was covered, and went into 
her room and tell exhausted on the 
lounge. 

The arrangements for the funeral 
are not voupleted, but are going stead- 
Hy on. It bas been devided to bury 
him at Utica. 

FUNERAL SERVICES. 

The funeral services will be held over 
the dead Senator’s remains to-mor- 
row morning in Trinity Chapel, West 
Twenty-fifth street. Rev. Morzau I. 
Dix will officiate, assisted by other 
clergymen. Friday afternoon the re- 
mains will be taken ov a special train 
to Utica, where funeral services will 
also be held in Conkling’s late resi- 
dence, previous to interment.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Kelley (R.)

He said its enactment would 
paralyze the enterprise and energy of 
the people, overthrow our manufac- 
turing supremacy aod break down 
our commanding commercial position, 
It was studiously designed to pro- 
duce these direct resulis and nicely 
adapted for it purpose. It was con- 
fessedly a partisan measure, and was 
framed in the interest of the party 
whose leaders appeared to be oblivious 
to the overwhelming social and 


economic changes wrought by the 
abolition of slavery. The gentlemen 
who framed this bill could brook 
neither the modification nor discus- 
sion of its provisions by their asso- 
ciates in committee, and were, with 
but two exceptions, representatives of 
what was once slave territory. 

Tne bill was an auachronism. It 
had no relation to this era. It be- 
longed to the saddest epoch in our 
national history. During that period 
slavery dominated our national coun- 
cils and guided the administration of 
national affairs, in hostillty to the 
national interest.
